The matter was brought to the 
fore when two subdividers, Harry 
Arnold of Peninsula Pacific con- 
struction company and M. Bulotti, 
subdivider of August Terrace subdi- 
vision, presented tentative maps of 
new subdivisions for approval. 
SHOWS MAP 

Arnold’s map showed a 28-lot sub- 
division bounded by Oak avenue, Ol- 
ive street, San Francisquito creek 
and Bulotti’s subdivision; the map 
of the latter showed 13 lots immedi- 
ately west of the other. 

Bulotti’s map shcewed the east end 
of the western half of Bay Laurel 
drive as terminated in a cul-de-sac 
in his subdivision. 

Arnold submitted two maps; one 


The Menlo Park planning commis-

An investigation of the accident} 
revealed that the hydrant was not 
the property of the district, but was 
owned ahd installed by the Cali- 
fornia Water Service company. 
Tibbs a’so is filing the claim against 
the city council, superintendent of | 
streets and the water company. 

The commissioners turned the 
claim over to the city district attor- 
ney to answer.

Held Beneficial 


By C. L. LONGSON 
(City Manager, Menlo Park) 


Exchange of information on the 
problems encountered in many cities 
is one of the best methods of assur- 
ing the most efficient possible city 
administration here in Menlo Park. 

Through meetings of city mana- 
gers, such as one which I recently 
attended in Riverside, the experi- 
ences of men similarly placed in all 
cities in California, having council- 
manager forms of government, can 
be discussed for the benefit of all. 

A total of 79 cities was repre- 
sented at the Riverside conference 
which was the annual spring 
meeting of the members of the 
City Managers’ department, of the 
League of California Cities. 

Generally speaking, the meetings 
are designed as sessions for the ex- 
change of “tips” on administrative 
procedure; more specifically, this 
year’s conference was concerned 
largely with discussion of two items: 

1. Liability insurance 
operation, and, 

2. Personnel administration. 

The matter of liability insurance 
has assumed new importance in city 
operations during the past few years 
since juries have become increasing- 
ly generous with plaintiffs. 

For instance, in Huntington beach 
recently, a jury awarded $358,000 to 
a boy who.was) injured while jump- 
ing off a pier, even though using the 
pier for diving was illegal under city 
ordinances and there were .witnes- 
ses present. 

As a result, of such decisions, the 
premiums on city-carried liability 
insurance have risen sharply. 

The discussion of personnel ad- 
ministration was also fruitful. 

In the past, many cities have, in 
effect, “bid against” each other in 
the matter of wages paid and hours 
of work for municipal employees. 

At the Riverside conference, the 
city managers present discussed 
methods .by which the “bidding” 
could be eliminated. As a result of 
findings, working hours for. cer- 
tain employees were reduced and 
in the.case of two. other cities, the 
heurs were lengthened, making 
working conditions more uniform. 

In Menlo Park, such problems are 
taken up by the personnel board, 
which studies them -with an. eye to 
maintaining conditions and pay 
scales similar to those of workers in 
other cities.

Dischargees May 
Get Dental Aid 
Without Delay 


Recently discharged service men 
and women who apply to the Veter- 
ans’ administration for treatment 
of dental troubles they incurred in 
service can now be examined with- 
out delay in requesting out-patient 
dental care, Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans service officer of San Mateo 
county, announces. 


‘But application must be made to 
the V. A. within one year of dis- 
charge from service in order to 
avoid a wait for an authorized 
dental examination, he added. 


Under a new procedure by the 
vetarns administration, dental ex- 
aminations have been made a rou- 
tine part of the veteran’s applica- 
tion within the one-year period. 
Heretofore, veterans applying for 
service-connected dental care had 
to obtain prior authorization for 
their preliminary examination. 


Now the application and examin- 
ation are completed at the same 
time and forwarded to the veterans 
administration’s adjudication divis- 
ion for a decision on whether the 
veteran’s dental difficulties are ser- 
vice-connected. 


The determination is made by 
‘comparing the examination find- 
ings with the veteran’s service 
dental records, Granger said. 

“This new speed-up in determin- 
ing service-connection for out-pat- 
jent dental care should save time 
for a great many veterans of. Kor- 
ean service who apply for den- 
tal treatment,’ Granger said. 

“Veterans must remember, how- 
ever, that they cannot expect im- 
mediate dental examinations un- 
‘less they apply within one year of 
their release frem active duty.” 

Applications and information con- 
cerning out-patient dental and med- 
ical care by the veterans administra- 
tion are available to all veterans at 
the veterans service office, court- 
house, Redwood City.

SM County’s School

A total of 627 new classrooms were 
requested in the original applica- 
tions of the districts in the county@ 
under the state program, with 65 to 
be abandoned, for a net addition in 
school classrooms of 562. In some 
cases, data are not complete. 

Data are not available for class- 
roem construction by districts which 
are not eligible for a state “loan.”
